Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1, line 10, "a seal element", is this the same element as "a sweeping seal element" 
as claimed in lines 4-5. 

Claim 1, line 4, "the frame structure", this limitation lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 2, "the angle", this limitations lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 3, "or the like", this limitations makes the claim unclear. 

Claims 13-14, unclear how a seal structure is brought to a vacuum? Furthermore how 
does a seal structure have a vacuum? This limitation is considered to be intended use/method 
limitation and is given little patentable weight in an apparatus claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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4. Claims 1, 3, 5-9 and 13-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Buckshaw et al (US. 5,425,543). ' 

Buckshaw discloses a seal structure having plurality of metal sheets (sheets 48 and 50), 
the sheets having a sealing element (52) therebetween, the sheets are compressed by retaining 
means (means that are bolts 53) and the sealing element is capable of contacting another member 
(member having surface 30g). A space or channel is formed between the metal sheet and the 
sealing element. The seal structure has a stacked form. The metal sheets are inclined at an angle 
(incline angles of sheets near 54) with respect to a longitudinal axis. The sheets having like 
integral part in a close vicinity of their outer periphery (outer periphery of 48 and 50). 

Furthermore the space or channel is capable of having a vacuum. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner, in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Buckshaw. 
Buckshaw discloses the claimed invention except that the angle is between 15-20 

degrees. Discovering an optimum range of a result effective variable involves only routine skill 
in the art. In re Kulling, 895 F.2d 1 147, 14 USPQ 2d 1056. Without the showing of some 
unexpected result. Since applicant has not shown some unexpected result the inclusion of this 
limitation is considered to be a matter of choice in design. It would have been obvious to one 
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having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have the angle of Buckshaw 
to be 15-20 degrees as a matter of design choice. 

7. Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Buckshaw 
in view of Morris (US. 4,892,632)! 

Buckshaw discloses the invention substantially as claimed above but fails to disclose that 
surfaces of the metal sheets to have friction improving treatment, leak-proof-ness treatment and 
guide projections. Morris discloses sheet elements (12 and 13) that are provide to hold a 
member (30) that is capable of sealing two environments, the elements having a flat surface or a 
surface having friction improving treatment, leak-proof-ness treatment and guide projections 
(14). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to configure the flat surface of Buckshaw to have friction improving treatment, leak- 
proof-ness treatment and guide projections as taught by Morris, to provide improve sealability 
(column 5, lines 10-13 of Morris). 

8. Claims 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Buckshaw in 
viewofCremean(US. 1,817,238). 

Buckshaw discloses the invention substantially as claimed above but fails to disclose that 
the sheets having a flaringly swaged outer rim portion. Cremean teaches to have a sheet member 
having an inclined (incline at 5) and a flaring swaged outer rim portion (6). It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to configure 
the sheets of Buckshaw to have a flaring swaged outer rim portion as taught by Cremean to 
provide swaging of the sheets to a potential mounting frame (inherent teaching of swage 
members, see page 1, column 2 of Cremean).
